DARING ATTACK UPON A TRAIN 


IN MISSOURI. 


A Party of Baudits Step a Train, 
Bob the Express Safes, and Cut up 
Generally. 


Telegram te the Constitution. 

St. Lovis, July 8.—An ea-t bound 
train on the Missouri Pacific railroad 
left Otterville a few minutes past ten 
o’clock last night, and when two and 
a half east of that place in a deep cut, 
the engineer saw a signal light to stop, 
and thinking there was some obstruc- 
tion on the track he applied the air- 
break. After running a short distance 
he discovered a pile of ties and lumber 
on the track, and comprehended the 
situation but could not stop the train 
until it had struck the pile of timber. 
Just as the train stopped a dozen or 
fifteen men appeared with terrific yells 
and discharging pistols, and dashed at 
the train. Two of them jumped on 
the engine and with navy revolvers, 
covered the engineer and fireman and 
threatened to kill them if they offered 
any resistance. They were then 
marched to the baggage car and placed 
under arrest. At the same time, three 
other robbers climbed inte the express 
car by a side door which was open. 

Bushnell, the express messenger, 
however had been too quick for them, 
and had dashed through the train to 
the rear sleeper, and Huf his safe 
keys to a brakesman and made him put 
them in his shoes. 

Mr. Conkling, the baggage master of 
the train. was in the express car when 
the robbers entered. They demand ed 
the keys of the safes. He told them 
that he was not the messenger and had 
no keys. Two robbers then put Conk- 
ling in front of them and with revol- 
vers at his head marched him through 
the train, demanding that he shouid 
point out the messenger. When they 
came to him in this way they passed 


thé women and children, and the great 
fear of the male 
whom had crouched down under the 
seats and hid themselves in various 
ways. 

Arriving at the rear of the sleeper 
Conkling pointed out Bushnell, and 
the robbers demanded the keysof him 
Under the circumstances there. was 
nothing to do but yield, and Bushnell 
took the keys from the brakeman and 


handed them to the robbers. 


Oue of the latter stood guard over 
Bushnell, and the other marched Conk- 
ling back to the express car, where they 
opened Adams’ safe and put the entire 
contents into a wheat sack. Not being 
able to open the safe with the keys they 
got from Bushnell, one man went 
to the engine, got a pick and broke in 
the panels of the safe. Its contents 
were put back. The robbers then took 
the Missouri, Kausas & Texas railroad 
letter book, broke it open, but finding 
nothing they wanted. scattered the 
letters over the floor of the car. 

They also went to the Adams express 
freight car but found nothing there that 
seemed worthy of notice.
